Exposure of the Machinations 
of Dickerson to Shiel 
Himself. 


His Forgery of the Handwriting of His 
Female Co- Murderer. 


Account of a Bloody Fight with Moon- 
shiners Down South. 


MRS. MACK AND DICKERSON. 
Svecial Dismatch te The Tribune. 5 

JANESVILLE, Wis., Dee. 17.— The first witness 
examined in the Mack murder trial to-day was 
Stephen Snell, who testified to having been in 
jail for fourteen months: I have known Dick- 
erson for fifteen months; first saw him on the 
fair-grounds in Janesville. A part of the time 
that he was in jail he slept with me, occupying 
the same cell for about five weeks. I remem- 
ber the string being let down with the notes on 
it from Mrs. Mack to him. Hopkins, myself, 
and Dickerson were at the window when 


the string came down at that window. 
There was only one note let down. 
I read that tote. It was: Wet 


me see your mother’s letter.“ Dickerson put 
that note in his mouth and chawed it up; then 
spit it out ana trampled it with his foot. That 
was the only note received that day. About a 
week later Dickerson wrote the notes Which he 
gave up to Marsh, and which he claimed he got 
of her. He got apiece of paper of Marsh, and, 
taking the Bible, laid down on the bed in the 
cell and wrote them there; then took his locket, 


opened it, took out the glass, and 
tried to get all Three notes into 
it, but couldn’t get only two into it. 


He put a third one on the shelf in the cell. This 
third note he took off the shelf and gave to 
Mr. Sale. He told me he could imitate the 
handwriting of Mrs. Mack. Told me onée that 
Watsic had told a lie about the laudanum; that 
Watsic said that Dickerson told him he wanted 
it marked for his teeth, when the truth was that 
he told Watsic he ‘wauted it for Mrs. Mack. 
Dickerson told me that, on the night of Mack’s 
murder, he did not go to sleep, but, while 
in bed, heard a noise at the barn, 
and heard Mack go out; that be soon heard 
Mrs. Mack go out after him. He got un and 
went to the window, and saw Mrs, Mack pick up 
a club, and that aman who was in the barn 
struck Mack, and Mack fell, saying, Ob, my 
God!’ thatthe man and Mrs. Mack then came 
out, aud one of them said, That's all right.“ 
He also told me once that Mack came up-stairs 
in hig stocking-fect and caught Mrs. Mack in his 
room, and that she chased Mack down-stairs, 
saying, Now we will fix him,’ and that she hit 
him with a elub near the stoop, and that she 
used the cloths to stop his mouth. At another 
conversation he said he alone tipped the privy 
back and hid the bioody clothes under it. Aiter 
the string had been let down, I heard Dickerson 
ask Hopkins to swear he had taken two or 
three notes from thé string. He made the same 
request also of me. I think Dickerson sent but 
one note up-stairs:, dt was to the effect that 
the next day be was going to ask permis- 
sion to go upstairs and see Mrs. 
Mack, and that if Marsh got 
hold of this he, wanted to nave another note 
which would look as though she had made the 


request to him first, so he wrote a note as 
though it eame from her, telling him to ask 
Marsh to let him ¢ome up-stairs. When Marsh 
got two of these notes away from Dickerson, 
Dickerson laughed as Marsh opened the locket 
and took them ont. I do not know that he 
took the third note 6ff the shelf and gave it to 
Mr. Sale, but saw htm take it off the shelf; and 


he told that he gave it to Mr. Sale. 
He told m t this third note contained some- 
thing abo béifie scared. and about bis 


getting clear. Dickerson then told me that hd 
had given Wetsic money to buy laudanum, and 
that Mrs. Mack wanted laudanum to stupeſy 
Mack, io order to get him out peaceably and 
murder bim: said Mrs. Mack put it in Mack’s 
tea Saturday night but Mack tumbled to it, 
and refused to drink it; said he had known for 
several days that Mack was to be murdered that 
night; that the wav it was to be done 
was to stupefy him with laudanum, then carry 
him to the barn,and make the horse trample on 
him. He said the mau who belped Mrs. Mack 
kill him was Gus Gates, her Another 
time de told me bis testimony at Beloit was 
mostly és. The fact was, Mack was in his 
room. That Saturday nicht that Mack came 
up-stairs in his stobking feet and Caught them 
there, Mrs. Mack jumped for bim, and, as he 
climbed doWn-stairs, she sali: Now, Frank, 
we will fix him.’ He said that then Mrs. Mack 
closed his door, and that, as Mack went through 
the kitchen-door, she grabbed a clud and struck 
him, and then they took cloths and put around 
his head and carried him out tothe barn, and 
he helped to back the horse upon the body, and 
that he went then and hid the cloths under the 
privy. He said Watsic knew more about the 
matter than he would tell. He said the notes 
he wrote purporting to come from Mrs. Mack 
would sbield him, 

Snell also said Dickerson had several times 
threateved his life if he testified against him. 

Wünam Burton and Elmer Scrivens testified 
to going to Mack’s house early the morning 
after the murder, and did not see any evidence 
of the walks or floors being scrubbed or clothes 
having been washed; did pot see fire in either 
stove. 

E. J. Carpenter testified to being at the house 
at balf-past 9a. m. was in Mack’s room; saw 
blood on a pillow-case, which looked more as if 
rubbed on than dropped on.

NASHVILLE, ‘Tenn., Dec. 17.—A man named 
Bates, who arrived to-day from DeKalb County, 
reports that a sanguinary encounter occurred in 
the edge of Overton and Fentress Counties Fri- 
day afternoon between a force under command 
of Capt. Davis and illicit distillers headed by 
Campbell Morgan, the renowned leader of the 
violators of the Revenue laws in that section of 
the State.

Sr. Louis, Dew. 17.~At 730 b. m. flames 
were discovered créepiag among the wares of B. 
C. Powell, & earpét-~iealer occupying a five- 
story iron-front building on the northwest cor- 
ner of First atid Olive streets. An alarm was 
immediately sounded, and, though the depart- 
ment responded with its characteristic prompt- 
ness, before it arrived at the spot the scene was 
one of & threatening conflagration. A heavy 
wind was blowing at thé time from the west, 
and from every opening in the building on the. 
Olive street side came volumes of flame, which 
occasiofially tauchen the opposite side of the 
stfeet. Mountains of smoke issued out from 
the apertures of the burning building, ſu fan- 
tastic shapes, and, as a slight snow-storm 
was prevailing, cointident with the shift- 
ing of the western wind, the col- 
umns of flame asd smoke presented 
a scene indescribable aa to fautastie effect. 
Shortly after 8 o’elock the roof of the Eugene 
Jaceard Buflding, ob the opposite side of the 
street, caught fire, and for a long time its total 
destriction was predicted by even the sa- 
gacious. However, bard work, supplement-

SILVER CERTIFICATES. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Portacs, Wis., Dec. 16.—One of the princi- 
pai objections to the remoretization of silver 
was the bulkiness of the dollar after its coinage. 
This objection was happily removed by the in- 
corporation of the section in the law providing 
for issuing silver certificates. Under that sec- 
tion the holder of ten silver dollars may deposit 
them in a Sub-Treasury, and receive in lieu 
thereof a certificate that such a deposit has 
been made, and that the holder may surrender 
the certificate and receive his dollars at any 
time he chooses. This certificate is of the same 
size of a bank-note or greenback, is neatly en- 
graved, and would be the most popular form of 
currency that could be devised if it was brought 
into geveral circulation. if Secretary Sherman 
wilt cease his complaints that he can’t get 
the silver dollar into circulation; and 
will execute the provisions of the 
Silver bill heartily and cheerfully, 
by coining the largest amount authorized, in- 
stead of grudgingly and sparingly, by coining 
the smallest amount; and then, if he will de- 
posit the product in the severgl Bub · Treasuries, 
taking silver certificates therefor, and will pay 
out these certificates for all Governmeut indebt- 
edness, as often as they find their way into the 
Treasury, through the medium of the Castom- 
House,—he will find no difficulty in keeping 
them in circulation, and at the same time he 
will earn all the thanks an officer is entiticd to 
for executing a duty which has been given to 
him by the law. The people have no patience 
with Secretary for complaining that he ean- 
not get the silver into circulation when the fact 
is known and admitted that be will not pay 
them out except as they are specially called for 
mi preference to other coin. 

May I ask when it was that the standard si- 
ver dollar became a “dishonest dollar,“ as 
some papers persist in stiematizing it? It con- 
tains precisely the same amount of pure silver 
now that the flrat dollar coined contained, and 
it has never been It was the unit of 
value down to 1 when, most unfortunately: 
for the American people, the Mints were clos 
against it by the most stupid piece of legisia- 
tion that ever was enacted by an American 
Congress. It was restored last Fobruary two ite 
rightful place, and it will to-dav buv as much 
as a gold dollar; and, even as boliion, it will 
buy more, in the markets of the world, of 
pork, clothing, leather, labor, and everything 
else, except gold and tax-receipts, than it would 
at any previous time in its bistory.

RAILROAD-PREIGHTS TOO HICH. 


Companies Exacting Rates te Pay Dividends 
on Three Times the Actual Value of the 
Roads.The Farmers of the West to the 
Legisiatares of the West. 

To the Editor of The Tribune. 

Home Farm, Iowa, Dec. 15.—In your fre- 
quent, able, and usually convincing, discus- 
sions of such public measures as shall tend to 
equalize the burdens of the various forms of in- 
dustry, and which are peculiarly oppressive in 
these days of depreciated values, I have seen 
nothing in your editorial page upon the general 
value of railway-transportation. You have ably 
exposed the unfairness and illegality of various 
combinations to advance the cost of freight from 
this and other States to VUhicago, our natural 
market. But allow me to suggest that 
the general question of the reasonable 
value of railway-transportation ig soon to be- 
come the supreme question cf the hour. You 
and I may differ as to the best method of re- 
establishing the municipal security and com- 
mercial prosperity of the South; as to the effect 
of an unlimited issue of a silver coin,—whether 
ite currency can be maintained by arbitrary 
legisiation, and, if so, whether the effect will 
be to increase the relative cost of production as 
to impair our foreign market; I say, we may 
differ upon these and other subjects of profound 
interest, but we must all agree that the pros- 
perity of the wno:e country depends upon the 
prosperity of our agricultural interests. 

The General Assembiles of the majority of 
the States lying in the Valleys of the Mississippi 
and Missouri are soon to convene to consider all 
questions within their jurisdiction which 
have any bearing upon tke material 
well-being of tneir constituents. Witain the 

tfour years the highest j tribunals, 

th Federal and State, have been called uvou 
to interpret anew the constitutional authority 
of the Legislative Department of the several 

States,inso far as that authority affects the 

jurisdiction and control of the lew-making 

power over the creatures of its own creation, — 
corporations to which it has tiven existence. 

The logical effect of these judicial interpreta- 

tions is a new, and at first thought startling, 

theory of the province and limitations of gov- 
ernment. But, when we remember that the 

Government to which this far-reaching authority 

is adjudged to belong is g Government of the 

people by the people, of the governed by them- 
selves, aud among a people unusually enlight- 
ened in political theories and remarkably sensi- 
tive to any political invasion of pe. sonal rights, 
our apprehension of the dancer of the abuse 
of this newly-conceded power is at once relieved. 

As the result of this construction, it is no 
longer to be disputed that the question of the 
reasonable value of transporting to market the 
farm-products of these States is directly within 
the jurisdiction and authority of the people 
themselves to determine, through their Legis- 
lative Assemblies; is, therefore, a r sub- 
ject tor legislation, and, at this alarming crisis 
in our agricultural prosperity, bas become the 
first aud nichest duty of the 1 ator. 

With your permission, Mr. Editor, by means 
of your widely-circulated journal, T desire, in 
this 12 and some others to foilow, to submit 
to the Western farmer, and bis re utative 
in the General Assembly, a few indisputabic 
facts, of such significance as should arrest bis 
attention, and influence the earliest legislation 
of every Western State. When it is remember- 
ed that the annual amount paid for transporta- 
tion in this country exceeds 6500, 000, 000 or 
more than $10 each for every man, woman, and 
child in the United States, the magnitude of the 
quest.on of value becomes apparent. 

Fivet—W bileall other va both of real and 
personal property, since the close of the War, 
and especially within the past five years, have 
depreciated from oné-quarter in some cases to 
more than three-quarters ip others, the various 
railway companies, generally speaking, have re- 
fused to recognize the great readjustment of 
vaiues which ail other industries and properties 
bave been compelled to adopt, and they still ad- 
here to these old statements of the cost of their 
properties,—statements. many of them, based 
upon the speculative values of war-times. 

Second—Under the plea of the vested rights 
of the nnocent holders ot their stock and bonds, 
Who, many of them, purchased these securities 
supposed to represent the 
original cost of property, the managers of 
these corporations have maintained, and still 
maintain, that they are both legally and morally 
justified in fixing such rates of transportation 
as shall, as nearly as possible. pay the original 
value of interest upon the original walue of the 
property. Therefore they have made only such 
concessions as they have been compelled to 
make in order not to cut off the transportable 
value of product and prevent transportation al- 
together.

known as the Western roads, are larger 
than they have ever been; and that, 
while the tariff of charges per ton per mile bas 
been in some cases reduced, yet the reduction 
has only taken place where the former charges 
would now be inhibitory on account of the re- 
duced value of farm-product. It is true that 
the year’s business of these roads—say for the 
vear 1877—did not show as bigh an average per 
ton per mile as they were once able to earn 
when the cost of operating, independent of the 
cost of the investment, was much greater than 
at present. But this will appear more specitic- 
ally and in detail in a future paper. 

fore referring to figures in support of this 
statement, I shall conclude this paper by con- 
sidering in a word the moral force of the de- 
fense interposed, based upon the vested rights 
of the owners of railway property. This de- 
fense has thus far been potent to defeat the 
strong arm of the law from reaching oat iu be- 
half of discouraged agricultural industry, and 
saying to corporate capital: You must share 
with the people who suvport you the losses 
which are logically and inevitably incident to 
the general readjustment of values under the 
new regime of business everywhere established. 

To test the moral value of this defense, which 
bas thus far proved an insurmountable obstacle 
to legislative interference (though held to be of 
no value by the Courts) take an example: A 
cultivated farm in Illinois, Missouri, and Iowa, 
of tair quality as to soil and improvements, on 
the line of the Chicago & Northwestern Rail- 
road, has been worth, up to within the past 
three years, from $25 to $50 per acre, including 
the improvements. Most of these farms, iu 
outlay of money, time, and labor, have cost 
their owners the price named. They had that 
salable value. To-day they are worth one-half 
as much peracre, and no more. Why is this? 
Because their product, or income, has not one- 
half its tormer marketable value. Moreover, 
this decline is not a mere temparary fluctuation, 
but a legitimate conformity to the great fact of 
universal readjustment of values. The farmer 
is compelied to submit to this; Ae cannot 
lead vested rights when offered $1.90 per 
100 pounds for his bogs, in which his vested 
capital is more than double the price he is com- 
pelled to sell for. He once sold such bogs at 
$5 per 100. So with the wheat-grower: no plea 
of vested rights avails him when he is com- 
pelled to accept 60 cents a bushel for wheat 
that once brought him more than twice the 
price named. 

Now, turn to the railway company, that 
which derives its entire income from these 
farmers (because the merchant and manufac- 
turer in the West are merely agents of the agri- 
culturist). There are some 1,500 miles of road 
owned by that corporation (not including its 
leased lines of about 500 miles additional). Those 
1,500 miles are capitalized, including side-tracks 
Imm rolling-s at about $ 000, or near! 
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Boston, Dec. 10, 1878.— 7 the Editor of the 
New York Financial Chronicle: The London 
Beonomust of Nov. 16 said: “There is, no doubt, 
at present a gold scarcity. The world’s gold 
produce has pot been increasing of late, while 
the demand for gold has become much greater 
in consequence of currency changes. Any 
fresh discovery of gold, in quantities sufficient 
to influence the relations between supply and 
demand, must therefore have an important aud, 
ou the whole, a beneficial influence upon the 
money markets of the world. For one thing, it 
may enable India to lay the basis of a gold cur- 
rency.’’ 

The idea of gold scarcity” has found ex- 
pression in many forms, from many sources, 
during the last three years. In each succeeding 
year the scarcity has forced itself more strongly 
upon the attention of writers and statesmen, 


although in the same years there has been a 


constant reduction in the volume of business 
done, with contraction of orices as well as of 
quantities, in commerce as in production, in all 
the nates commercial nations of Europe. 

Nor is it ao ideal scarcity of gold, or money. 
It is very real. In spite of the lone-continued 
and accelerated diminution in commercial trans- 
actions and in the products of industry, in their 
quantity, yet morein their value, the need of 
more money presses more urgentiy as the 
{ know not how much the 
Keonomist meant to convey in its words 
“the demand for gold has become 
much greater in consequence of currenc 
changes."’ They coutain a great truth, w 
will go far to explain the strange problem of 
the business depression now afflicting the com- 
mercial world, of which all other explanation 
has been unsatisfactory, as the assigned causes 
have been incapable of the results seen, in their 
magnitude and duration. 

Gold is now the only real money in Europe. 
Staudard siiver is yet doing the work of mouey 
as currency, but only in the same way as that 
function is performed by Bank of England 
notes, under actual or implied promise of gold 
redemption, or ready cxcha ility for go'd at 
the legal ratio 156 to 1, Nowhere in Europe 
has standard silver coin the full money power 
that it possessed ten years ago, the power which 
sustained its value at legal parity with gold 
under free coinage by must of the nations. 

Notes of the Banks of England and France, 
however sure of redemption in goid, are not 
money; they are simply promises of money. 
The time has come when this elementary truth 
iu regard to bank notes applies to standard 
silver coin. Just as long as 100 francs silver will 
do what 100 francs gold will do, the former will 
be es good as the latter, with or without legis- 
lation to declare it so. When the silver shall 
fail to do what the gold will do as money, no 
law can make them equally valuable. Thus far 
equality of the two metals at the legal ratio has 
been maintained in all the bi-metallic States, 
not by the law only but by the financial policy 
of banks and Governments which preserves an 
ever-available exchangeability of the one for 
the other. In this respect standard silver has 
become like subsidiary coins; differing only in 
degree, both hold current vaiue by assurance of 
convertibility into real money at will. 

Nominally having the double standard, France 
coins gold only, thereby confessing that she can- 
not, except at too great sacrifice, if at all, hold 
more silver than she now has up to its legal 
value in gold. Practicaliy, France is gold mono- 
metallic like England and Germany. As wit 
France so with Belgium and Switzerland, her 
associates in the Latin Union. Practically, all 
of specie-paying Eurove is on the goid basis or 
standard of money. Gold is now the only real 
money in Europe. 

The whole structure of business credits and 
transactions rests un a basis of hard money. 
The demonetization of silver was to its fu 
amount a contraction of that basis. If in 1873 
the whole sum of moneys, gold and silver, in 
Europe, was $3,600, 000,000, since increased by 
additions of $200,000,000, and if the portion of 
silver demouctized be only $950,000,000, the 
money basis is reduced 25 per cent below what 
it was ip 1873 for an equal volume of business. 
That is not all: the demonesized silver has be- 
come, like bank-notes, dependent on gold to 
sustain its currency value. Whereas in 1873 and 
previously it supplemented gold by its full sum 
as money, it has now become a demand liability 
to claim gold. * 

This is the great curremey change compre- 
hended, perhaps unconsciously, in the words 

uoted from the Zeonom/st ; a change whereby 
25 per cent or more of the only safe basis on 
which currency and credits can rest has been 
taken from the basis and addedto what the 
basis must support. 

Witness the struggle to get and keep gold in 
all the specie-paying countries; in France, the 
largest owner of silver currency, not so mnch to 
— the notes and deposits of the Bank of 

rance as to hold with sure ability her $600,000, - 
000 or more of 5-frane pieces up to their legal 
ratio, 15 to 1, in public estimation. 

During. the quarter century 1848-1873 the 
growth of business—of production and exchange 
among the na*ions—was immensely larger than 
in any like period. The annual foreign trade of 
Great Britain increased more than 400 per ceut: 
the increase in the trade of all the nations is 
estimated at over 300 per cent, and the domestic 
trade of the several countries increased in like 
proportion. 

After making all proper allowance for the 
progressive forces of that period, in propulsion 
and invention; in arta, manufactures, and com- 
merce; by quickening, extending, and cheapea- 
ing transportation and exchanges, and all other 
improvement these failing to account for the 
maguitude of the increase in production and 
commerce,—we are driven toadmit that these 
torces were secondary, deriving much of their 
own power from a superior impelling force, 
greater than all of them combined, without it. 
The superior force was the increase of money, 
gold and silver working together at an accepted 
relation of value, each metal supplementing the 
other as money of full power. During that 
twenty-five years, according to the best auchori- 
ties, the world’s money of gold and silver coin 
and bullion was increased from $5,000,000,000 
in 1848 to 67, 000, 000, 000 in 1873, or 40 per cent, 
seven-eighths oi the increase being in gold. 
Down to 1873 all of this silver and gold had 
the function and power of full moner, 
and all was employed in promoting the 
active growth of business that has been noticed. 
We cannot make any exact division of that won- 
derfui gain between the effect of the increase of 
money aud the effects that would have beeu due 
to the other favorable forces, these then so 
much weaker, without the former. Whatever 
was due to the increase of mouey would be pro- 
duced in opposite effect by the same cause re- 
versed. If so great growth was due to 40 per 
cent increase in the money of Europe, what con- 
traction of business ought to come {rom a con- 
traction of more than 25 per cent in the same 
money power? 

In 1873, when business was most expanded, its 
activities highest all over the commercial world, 
prices most inflated, and credit most extended, 
the shock of failures and panic began in the 
United States, followed by businéss stagnation 
and depression, in duration aud severity com- 
mensurate with its extraordinary antecedents. 
Europe had soon to share in this depression. 
Here, the worst is past and recovery has made 
considerable progress, in spite of obstacles cre- 
ated by mistaken legislation. It is feared that 
the worst is yet to appear in Europe. 

For the long term of five years adversity has 
attendea upon commerce and manufactures, its 
severity iucreasing with time, until this great 
depression has cast its gloomy and paralyzing 
influence over all branches of business, —-labor 
and cavital more and more idle, prices depre- 
ciated until loss falls upon nearly all produce 
and the volume of business reduced and stil 
shrinking, the capacity to consume lagging be- 
hind the greatiy-reduced production. 

Notwithstanding all the contraction in the 
uses of currency and capital, the insufficiency 
of the gold supply, or money, becomes more 
apparent and the need of it more urgent each 
year. When largest allowance is made for the 
reactionary consequences of overprodaction 
and overtrading, and all other assigned causes 
for these results, hitherto unknown un such ex- 
teot under such strange and apparently irrecon- 
cilable conditions, the mystery remains, waless 
its full explanation be found in the demunetiztion 
Utne beginning of the business depression was 
coincident with the compicte actof silver de- 
monetization by Germany in 1873. Its progress 
from bad to worse has been coincident, step by 
step, with the progress of the demonetization, 
actual and most practical though not really 
legisiative, by other States. The factsili 
true relations of cause and effect. The British

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“DOES PROHIBITION PROHIBIT 7” 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

BaTavia, III., Dec. 16.—I1t has long been a mat- 
ter of surprise that Taz Trisunz should give 
its presumably great influence in favor of the 
continuance of the saloon, or rum-shop, as a 
place of public resort. I read your editorial 
Saturday, and was amazed at your statement of 
the problem involved in the demand that saloons 
shall no longer be places of authorized public 
resort. When next you surrender yourself to 
the investigation of the question whether Pro- 


hibition probibits, permit me to suggest that 
no individual but yourself ever supposed the 
question involved to be, Whether it is possi- 
ble to so restrain a man’s appetite, by the use of 
force in the shape of a policeman’s club, or by 
the terror of imprisonment, that he will refrain 
trom drinking spirituous liquors’’? The problem 
involved is supposed by temperance-men to be, 
Whether it is possible, by the use of the police 
power of the State, to close and keep closed all 
places where men are tempted publicly to 
drink In jother words, can society protect 
itself the public sale of xicating 
liquors? No advocate of Prohibition believes 
that law would, of itself, reform the present 
generation of drunkards. Lawcannot do every- 
thing. It cannot even do the best things. It 
cannot make men temperate, honest, or pure. 

Does Taz Nn it is meeting the 
issue involved when takes up columns of its 
space to discuss ite problem as it states it? A 
distance measurabie only by celestial spaces 
divides the position occupied by temperance- 
men from the position held by the man of 
straw so often set up by Tax Iams that it 
may show its ability to knock it over. Of 
course, ah act of the Legislature wil) not re- 
strain a man’s appetite; if it would, base sex- 
ual appetites would have been unknown for two 
thousand years. Law cannot change appetites, 
or wholly restrain them. What, then, can law 
dot It can prevent base, open, shameiess pan- 
dering to evil appetites; it can prevent the inno- 
cent from being openly and shamelessly led to 
torm vicious appetites. An army of saloon- 
keepers anda bartenders live by infamously and 
openly pandering to the base and dangerous ap- 
petite for strong drink. The law cannot pre- 
vent all wrong. It can prevent onen and 
shameless wrong. It can put its whole 
weight on the side of public 
safety. It can become so one-sided 
as to be altogether on the side of the right,— 
altogether against the wrong. The law can do 
that much. No intelligent temperance-man 
su that, when that is done, there wil! be 
an end to all drinking; that the inveterate 
drinking customs of society will be eradicated 
by law. We understand well—no one better— 
that reform must be built up in the indiviaual 
conscience; that this is to be done by moral sua- 
sion. 

Moral guasion is a great power, and has done 
grand work in the world; but immoral suasion 
is a power, too, and every saloon is a power that 
exists only so long as it can persuade men to in- 
duige this dangerous appetite. We invoke the 
power of the law to close these free schools of 
vice, and give morai suasion a fair chance to 
build up, by careful educational processes, a 
new generation in the practice of temperance. 
Ministers of the Gospel, priests of religion, and 
teachers of vouth are prosumably all working 
for the cause uf temperance; dnt there are four 
times as many men engaged in the work of 
persuading men to intemperance. There are 
jour times as many Men engaged in the work of 
selling liquor as there are in all our schools, 
public and private, engaged in teaching, and at 
all our altars as ministers of religion. Will 
Prohibition prohibit these public schools of 
avima!l appetite!—that is the question. And, 
sir, when next your “powerful mind would 
float itself in a sea of logic, consider whether 
society can afford to keep open, free to all, 
250,000 iree schools of vice; schools within 
whose walis a pure sentiment is never heard; 
schools open seven days in every weck, express- 
ly to minister to a dengerous appetite. 

Tue text out of which your editorial grew was 
a letter ré-printed from the New York Herald. 
1, sir, would be willing to rest the whole case 
claimed by Prohibitionists on the facts stated in 
that letter. Mark you, 1 do not say on the 
young scribbler’s estimate of what is prob- 
able, but upon what he states as facts, 
Indeed, his probabilities are shown 
to be impossible by his facts.

The practical operation of the so-called

$9,200,000, leaving a deficiency of $500,000, 
which has fallen on the postal service. The 
debate yesterday in the House on the bill for 
an appropriation to meet this deficieny called 
out some sharp passages between Foster and 
Concsr on the Republican side, and Hxwrrr, 
Cryer, and Durnuam, of the Democrats, Mr. 
Fostex taking direct issue with Mr. Hxwrrr 
as to accuracy of the figures cited by the 
latter in support of the pretended Demo- 
cratic economy ; while Mr. Concer, in his 
customary caustic style, improved the occa- 
sion by some remarks about the cipher dis- 
patches, and, when Mr. Donna undertook 
to put in his oar, made some conparisons 
between the state of civilization in Michigan 
and in Kentucky that were pointed and witty 
enough to turn the laugh on his adversary. 
Theend of it all was that the Deficiency 
bill passed.

it the coinage of silver to $5 per capita, a- 
cording to the next United States census, 
and limit the legal-tender function of the 
silver dollar to $20. The practical effect of 
such an act would be to give the United 
States about $300,000,000 of silver subsidiary 
coinage,—a combination of circumstances 
sufficiently contradictory to be absurd. If 
the silver coinage of this country is to be 
entirely subsidiary, we need no such amount 
as Mr. Brentano desires to provide; the 
silver needed for small change pur- 
poses cap be gauged by the amount of 
postal scrip which was used or the 
amount of subsidiary coin now in circulation. 
The sum of $300,000,000 would simply be 
an embarrassment so long as it were not a 
legal.tender, and could not be used for gen- 
eral commereial purposes or as bank reserves. 
The fact seems to be that Mr. Brentano is 
so much under his native German influences 
that he is willing to follow the German Em- 
pire even in its mistakes, and the result of 
his plan would be to precipitate on the peo- 
ple of this country all the commercial and 
financial troubles Germany has brought on 
herself and her neighbors by her rash and 
inconsiderate disuse of silver as money. 
Fortunately for the American people, though 
the fact may not be very complimentary to 
Mr. Brewrano, his little bill will probably 
never be heard of again.

THE INTERNATIONAL MONETARY SCHEME 

The published synopsis of the report made 
by the United States Commissioners to the 
International Silver Oonference ought to 
correct a good deal of misapprehension, and 
counteract a good deal of misrepresentation, 
about the result of that Conference. While 
the Conference did not agree upon any inter- 
-national ratio between silver and gold coins, 


|\which was the ultimate purpose of the meet- 


ing, but scarcely to be achieved by a single 
effort, the proceedings and the conclusion 
were steps in that direction, for it was al- 
most unanimously conceded that a univer- 
sal abandonment of the use of silver as 
money would te disastrous to all nations. 
This fact, either suppressed or distorted in 
the Eastern reviews of the Conference, is 
clearly and emphatically asserted in the offi- 
cial report of the Commission. In the light 
of this report it is impossible to contend 
with any fairness that the International 
Conference was a failure, or that it fa- 
vored the adoption of the single gold 
standard anywhere. It left every nation 
free for the present to adopt its own stand- 
ards and fix its own ratio of values, but, by 
foreshadowing the danger sure to result 
from a general disuse of silver as money, it 
practically advised that all nations which 
have the double standard, and that those 
which can adopt it without serious derange- 
ment of its monetary affairs, should prefer it 
over the single standard. The advocates of 
the double standard in this country, where it 
has always prevailed except during the five 
years when the people were ignorant of the 
fact that silver had been demonetized, could 
scarcely have expected more from this first 
conference, and must find in the result a 
flattering approval of their judgment. 

The opposition developed at the Paris 
Conference to an international agreement on 
a double standard, as analyzed by the Amer- 
ican Commissioners, was of a character to 
strengthen the faith of those who believe in 
it. The partisanship of monometallism at 
this year’s Conference was decidedly less 
emphatic than at the Conference of 1867, 
which shows that the experience of the last 
few years with a single standard in certain 
countries where it is in vogue has not been 
favorable to the theories that led to its adop- 
tion. It was expected, forinstance, that the 
English representatives would insist upon a 
report approving of the principles of the 
single gold standard which has prevailed in 
that country since 1825; but the American 
Commissioners, who speak of the delegation 
from Great Britain as eminent for experience 
and economic authority,” say that they de- 
clared that ‘‘ universal gold monometallism 
was not only Utopian, but would prove a 
false Utopia.” Thatisto say, the English 
Commissioners were strong in the belief, 
based upon research and experience, that the 
single gold standard is not only impractica- 
ble but would be injurious if it were practi- 
cable. It does not break the force of this 
conclusion that England still adheres to the 
single gold standard. The financial policy 
of Great Britain is controlled by the capi- 
talists, who have money loaned on public 
and private securities all over the world; it 
is for their advantage to exact as long as they 
can payment of the dearer of the two metals 
in interest and principal; it is not for their 
advantage, however, that there should be a 
universal reliance upon gold alone for money 
uses, since such a change would bring about 
universal bankruptcy, and result in their not 
being paid at all as to a great bulk of the 
obligations they hold. Hence the character- 
istically selfish desire to maintain the single 
gold standard for themselves so long as 
other nations shall insure their own pros- 
perity and preserve their ability to pay debts 
by adhering to both gold and silver. The 
experience of Germany is limited; it is only 
a few years since that nation enjoyed an 
embarras de rithesses in the specie poured 
into the country in the shape of a French 
indemnity fund, and the German Govern- 
ment has not yet recovered from the delu- 
sion that gold alone would be sufficient 
for the uses of the German people, 
though next year’s budget (now that the 
French indemnity-fund is exhausted) may 
impress a new view of the matter upon Ger- 
man statesmen. The position taken by 
Belgium is intimated by the American Com- 
missioners to have been the result of political 
influences; Belgium asturally truckles to 
England on one side because that Govern-

To this may be added the vast interests of 
the property-owning and taxpaying classes 
and of all private debtors, who would be 
swindled and ruined by being compelled to , 
pay in gold alone obligations which were 
contracted on a basis including both gold and

The result of the Paris Conference, as re- 
ported by the American Commissioners, fully 
warrants the United States Government in 
making another effort in the direction of an 
international agreement upon a monetary 
basis. It is not unlikely that another year 
will find the economists of Great Britain and 
Germany more disposed to listen to such a 
proposition. Both those countries are now 
suffering from commercial depréssion which 
they eanpot fail to associate in some degree 
with their monetary systems when they re- 
gard the prosperity and financial strength of 
France under the double standard. En- 
gland may discover that the single gold 
standard has already been extended far 
enough to seriously cripple the capacity of 
people to pay debta, and Germany that its 
people will not have any too much money by 
retaining all the silver still left in the coun- 
try along with the gold that has been pro- 
cured at a sacrifice. Belgium and Switzer- 
land would instantly reflect the change in 
these ruling Governments. A large advance 
has already been made in the international 
agreement that a universal disuse of silver 
would entail disaster, and some special con- 
ferences with England and Germany might 
prepare the way for an international agree- 
ment on a double monetary basis.

PROHIBITION V8. MORAL SUASION. 

We print elsewhere a communication from 
a Prohibitionist in reply to a recent moral- 
suasion” article in Taz Onicaco Tam, 
because it contains about all that can be said 
on that side of the question, though it says 
nothing new. Our correspondent goes over 
the same old ground, and beats the same old 
straw, but does not bring forward a thought 
or idea that has not been presented time and 
again by the Prohibitionists. Like all the 
rest of his school of temperance, he is not 
even generous enough to state the position 
of Taz Tano fairly or correctly, but 
assumes, either ignorantly or purposely, that 
it is opposed to temperance because it is 
opposed to the methods advocated by the 
Prohibitionista. It may ease his mind to 
know that Taz Triscns deplores the evils of 
intemperance just as keenly as he, and that 
its only difference with the Prohibitionists is 
as to the way of curing the evil. Our cor- 
respondent believes in political force; Tun 
Cu1caco TUNE believes in moral agencies, 
because it has seen politics applied and 
witnessed its ever-recurring disastrous re- 
sults. As to the necessities of acure, there 
is no difference between us; as to the meth- 
ods by which a cure is to be effected, we are 
diametrically opposed to each other. 

The value of any remedy is tested by the 
results it accomplishes. If legislation can 
prevent drinking and cure intemperance, 
there must be prominent examples in wide 
sections of country, because it has been long 
and often tried. But we look over the field 
in vain for conspicuous examples of endur- 
ing success by means of political machinery. 
The casé of. Ohio affords a good test of the 
efficacy of the non-licensing system. A 
provision was inserted in the present State 
Constitution at the time of its adoption in 
1850, prohibiting the granting of licenses to 
sell liquors, and it has never been repealed. 
On the other hand, it has been reinforced 
both by general and local legislation. It is 
not possible for any one in that State to ob- 
tain a license. Every person who sold liquor 
has been liable to severe penalties of fine 
and imprisonment. It has been the duty of 
the Grand Juries to indict and of the Prose- 
cuting-Attorney in every county to institute 
proceedings against every one who violates 
the law. So far as the machinery of pro- 
hibition is concerned, it seems perfect and 
covers every contingency. And after all the 
quarter of a century's experience, cui bono ? 
The sale of liquor is as universal in Ohio as 
in Illinois. With all the machinery of the 
law, not one saloon-keeper who wishes to 
sell liquor is really estopped thereby; and 
it may be fairly questioned whether there is 
another city in the United States, in propor- 
tion to size, that sells as much liquor, drinks 
as much liquor, or supports as many liquor- 
sellers, as Cincinnati. This remarkable 
failure of legislation to prohibit liquor-drink- 
ing is not peculiar to Ohio. Wherever it has 
been tried, from Maine to California, the re- 
sult has been the same, modified only by the 
mount of moral suasion and temperance 
persuasion that have been applied in the 
different States and municipalities, The 
statistics confirm this statement. 

The exceptions to be noted to this gen- 
eral rule are to be found in those moral and 
religious rural communities where the over- 
whelming majority of public sentiment is 
opposed to liquor-selling and where nearly 
everybody volurtarily refrains from drink- 
ing. In small villages which have two or 
three saloons and a handful of drinkers, and 
where four-fifths or nine-tenths of the 
people are zealously determined that liquor 
shall not be sold or drank, it is possible to 
stop open liquor traffic almost without the 


operation of law and simply by the moral 


pressure of public sentiment. On the other 
hand, in communities like our large cities 
and towns, where a majority of the voters 
will not tolerate prohibitory legislation, and 
where there isa large element of foreign 
population which looks upon all such laws as 
invasions of their personal rights, it is not 
possible to stop either drinking or vending 
by legal penalties. In the County of 
Cook, for instance, fully 70 per cent of its 
voters would oppose the enforcement of 
prohibitory legislation, If it were possible 
in any way to enact it, there would at once 
be enrolled in opposition to it not only all 
the saloon-keepers but all the patrons of 
saloons, reinforced by those who drink in 
moderation and do not believe that their 
rights should be disturbed by law. Against 
the 15,000 in favor of legislation there would 
be enrolled 50,000 voters opposed to it, and 
the result can be easily foreseen. Much as 
we may deplore it, where there is a demand 
for liquor there will be means found to fur- 
nish a supply. When the majority of the 


liquor they will have it, even though the 
laws be in full operation to prevent it. The 
machinery to enforce such laws must always 
be placed in the hands of Deputy-Sheriffs, 
constables, and policemen, who have little 
love for prohibitory laws, and whose rigor 
always relaxes and is rarely sincere. Politi- 
clans seeking influence, power, and office, and 
cantrollfug appointments, conspire to defeat 
their operation, and back of them all is the 
great stolid Democratic party, which always 
espouses the cause of the drinkers. 

Even admit that the public saloons may be 
closed for a time, the business is not stop- 
ped, for the appetite and demand remains 
the same, and this thirsty demand is always 
pressing. The locality and form of the 
saloon is changed, It reappears in the drug- 
store, in the grocery, in elub-rooms, in all 
sorts of odd byways, and under varfous in- 
geniously evasive methods. Those who donot 
drink in the elub- rooms get their liquor by 
the jug-full and take it home and drink it in 
their families, and thereby incur the addi- 
tional risk of teaching their wives and chil- 
dren to drink. 

If our correspondent, in his eagerness to 
serve the cause of temperance by force, 
would stop to reflect a little he would per- 
ceive that men cannot accomplish a great 
reform acting under two excitements ut once, 
or operating upon two controlling impulses 
that thwart each other. When the great 
Washingtonian and Father Marnew waves 
of temperance swept over Ireland and this 
country, and rescued the victims of liquor by 
tens of thousands, there was no diversion of 
energy or work to political machinery, It 
was a unsnimous moral and religious effort 
in one direction. It is simply absurd to 
suppose that the friends of temperance can 
organize themselves to make a political 
crusade and fight the liquor-seller and drink- 
er with force, anfl at the same time go on 
with the work of effective moral suasion. 
You cannot call in the young men and induce 
them to abstain from drinking when you are 
threatening them with the terrors of the law. 
and arresting and imprisoning them. You 
cannot bring the agencies of loving personal 
appeal, the force of good example, the pray- 
er-meeting, and. the love-feast to bear when 
at the same time you are using the baton of 
the policeman and bawling at the hustings. 
One great passion absorbs the whole effective 
power of a man, and this is exemplified all 
through the history of temperance. Moral 
suasion and prohibitory laws cannot be oper- 
ated effectually at the same time. Just in 
proportion as temrperance men give their 
thought and effort to political work they 
subtract from their moral power and 
persuasive work. They cannot operate 
from both standpoints at the same 
time, and, as between the two methods, 
Taz Curicaco Triuune believes that 
the moral agency is the most powerful for 
good, and that it will close infinitely more 
saloons and stop immeasurably more drink- 
ing of liquor than prohibitory laws and 
constables’ clubs. We call the attention of 
our correspondent to the fact that the moral 
efforts of the Red and Blue Ribbon move- 
ments in this country diminished the con- 
sumption of whisky during the last year from 
ten to twelve millions of gallons. We advise 
him to consult the whole record of political 
prohibition from the days of its invention by 
Nx Dow to the present, and see if it has 
accomplished in twenty-five years by legis- 
lation as much as the Ribbon movement has 
in one by moral sugsion. Our contention, 
then, is about the best method of stopping 
liquor-drinking. Tun Tarsune believes that 
the true and only way to effect substantial 
reduction in the consumption of whisky is 
by inducing the drinkers to cease imbibing 
it. That is the true way to dry up the sa- 
loons, and drug-stores, and corner-groceries, 
and disperse the private drinking-clubs, and 
reform the bibulous part of the community. 


ARMY REORGANIZATION. 

At the last session of Congress a Commis- 
sion was appointed by Congress, consisting 
of members of the Senate and House of 
Representatives, to report a plan for the re- 
organization of the army. The Commission 
agreed upon a report which has been made 
to the two Houses of Congress,—in the Sen- 
ate by Gen. Burnnswwz, Republican, and in 
the House by Gen. Bannixc, Democrat. 
The unanimity of the Commission may give 
to the report a support in Congress not 
usually extended to any measure of reform, 
especially if it proposes to abolish abuses 
and useless employments. 

If we understand the plan of reorganiza- 
tion proposed, it applies the pruning-knife 
extensively. It reduces all the army laws to 
a single act or code. It continues the mini- 
mum of the enlisted men at 25,000 for the 
artillery, cavalry, and infantry. When the 
extent of the country, its vast expanse of 
territory, and the Indian service, covering 
the area between the Missouri River and the 
Rocky Mountains, and reaching from the 
British to the Mexican boundaries, it can- 
not be claimed that this number is too 
great or unnecessarily large. The army 
is to consist of five regiments of artillery, 
as now ; eight regiments of cavalry, instead of 
ten, as at present, and eig' teen regiments of 
infantry, instead of twenty-five,—a total re- 
duction of nine in the number of regiments. 
The Engineer Corps and the Signal Service 
remain unchanged. The reduction of the 
number of officers, caused by the reduction. 
in the number of regiments, will be in the 
neighborhood of 160. 

Regimental organization is to consist of 
four battalions. One battalion of each in- 
fantry and cavalry regiment is to bea skel- 
eton, while two of the battalions of the ar- 
tillery regiments are likewise to remain un- 
filled. When an occasion warrants it, these 
battalions may be filled up and officered. 

The great changes, and those most likely 
to provoke opposition, are those in respect 
to the staff. The Departments of the Ad- 
jutant-General and Inspector-General are to 
be consolidated, and to be designated as the 
General Staff.” The force in the Depart- 
ments of the Quartermaster, Subsistence, 
Medical, Pay, and Ordnance, and in the Bu- 
reau of Military Justice, is to be largely re- 
duced. The reduction.of the officers in 
these Departments to bé made by this bill in 
the staff are stated to be as follows:

The Pay Department has now fifty-five offi- 
cers ; under this bill it will have twenty-

accomplished, it will produce a weeping 
wailing in fashionable society, in the service 
of which these staff officers are brilliant and 
darling laborers, It will produce a panic in 
the houdoir and arrest the progress of the 
German. Black costs are ee plain when 
contrasted with the gay uniform of the staff 
supernumerary ! 

Except in the medical service the lowest 
rank of a staff officer will be that of a Major. 
All appointments to the staff (except the 
Surgeons) are to be taken from the Captains 
and First Lieutenants of the line. Service in 
the line must therefore hereafter precede 
service on the general staff. 

At present promotion is by seniority in the 
regiment. Hereafter it is to be seniority in 
the branch of the service where the vacancy 
happens. Artillery Captains are to be pro- 
moted according to seniority to vacancies in 
the artillery service. There will be promo- 
tions by seniority in only three lines, instead 
of by forty lines or regiments, as now. 

This bill is a confession that at present the 
army is officered over much. There is a 
woful preponderance of officers. The staff 
has been used to make places for and to fur- 
nish a cloak to hide the usclessness of 165 
officers of various rank, The country has 
patience with and high respeet for officers 
serving iu the line; but the idlers and grass- 
hoppers who have been crowded on to the 
staff have, perhaps, created an undue hostility 
to the army generally. These latter have be- 
come looked upon as mere place-hunters,—a 
sort of pengioned society men, useless to the 
army, and who had better be put at some 
productive employment. Against the bill 
will be arrayed the whole political, social, and 
personal influence of the dismembered and 
digentegrated staff. Nevertheless, wise men 
in the army, and its best and warmest friends 
out of it, will possibly unite in urging that 
these reforms had better be made now than 
be made hereafter in the form of a general 
disbandment and disorganization of the 
present establishment, 

When the measure for the remonetiza tion 
of the silver dollgr waa pending in the United 
States, one of the most vigorous opponents 
of such policy was Mr. B. F. Novnsx, a 
writer on monetary topics. This gentleman 
has just published in the Financial Chroni- 
cle of New York a letter on the condition of 
the financial distresa in England and in Eu- 
rope generally, and reaches the following 


conclusions: (1) That actual, real money. 


only includes metallic money; (2) that silver 
as money has been practically demonetized in 
Europe, and now ranks only as a representa- 
tive of money, as bank notes; (3) that 
from 1848 to 1873 the real money of 
the world was increased 40 per cent, or 
from $5,000,000,000 to $7,000,000,000, 
creating the unezampled period of 
the growth of the world’s prodactions 
and trade; (4) that since 1873, by the de- 
monetization of silver and the contraction of 
the real money of the world, money is now 
proportionately scarce, and as it has become 
dearer it has reduced the value or price of 
all commodities and property, and forced a 
contraction of the business and trade of the 
world, just as the increase of money between 
1848 aud 1873 had expanded them ; (5) that 
mas the contraction of trade, of produc- 
tion, of prices, and of prosperity is due to 
the contraction in the world’s money, so the 
natural and direct remedy is the restoration 
of the supply of money by the remonetiza- 
tion of silver generally in Europe. These 
views, which We print elsewhere in Tur 
Trarsung, are the views of one of the 
strongest opponents of silver remoneti- 
zation in this country a year ago. The 
logie of events is all-powerful. It is 
irresistible, and panic-stricken Germany 
and England are reaping the resulta of the 
grand conspiracy to make money scarce and 
dear, and to reduce the values of all other 
property. 
The Public Works ordinance proposed in 
the Common Coun cil failed to obtain the req- 
uisite votes for its passage, though the fact 
was misstated in one of the city papers. 
This failure is a matter for congratulation, 
since the Council declined to amend the pro- 
posed ordinance to put it in keeping with 
the exigencies of the case and the interests 
of the public, The ordinance provided a 
fixed term of two years for the Commis- 
sioner, and divided up the powers, patron- 
age, and responsibility of the Public Works 
Department bétween the Commissioner and 
the Mayor in so confused and irrational a 
manner that beither would be directly ac- 
countable to the public. The Council also 
insisted upon giving the present Mayor the 
privilege of appointing the Commissioner to 
serve under his successor, which was dis- 
courteous and ill-advised. On these ac- 
counts it was better to vote down the ordi- 
nance. As Tur Inno bas said before, it 
may be advisable to have a Commissioner.of 
Public Works, properly subordinated to the 
‘Mayor, in order to relieve the latter from an 
xcess of duties, and we have no doubt such 
an ordinance, freed from the objections 
which the defeated ordinance contained, 
could be passed.

CHARTER OAK. 


Proceedings in the Conspiracy Trial Yester- 
day—A Statement for the Connecticut Mu- 
tual to Nail Right Off. 

Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Hartrorp, Conn., Dec. 17.—Testimony for 
the prosecution m the Charter Oak Life-In- 
surance conspiracy trial to-day was mainly to 
prove that the conspirators, in the annua! state- 
ment of the condition of the Company, Decem- 
ber, 1876, had largely overstated the values of 
many assets. The defense raised the objection 
to certain parts of the testimony that, as the 
prosecution had not distinctly alleged misrepre- 
sentation in the counts declared sound, this tes- 
timony was inadmissable. They made the fur- 
ther point that the aceused had in uo instance 
represented that the assets were worth the fig- 

‘ures given, but bad only followed the usual 

practice of the insurance companies iu stating 

the assets at their cost. and leaving it to 
the Insurance Department to investigate. if 
over-valuation was suspected, The Court, 
however, ruled that the prosecution had a right 
to testimouy as showing the insolvency of the 

Company in December, 1876, as alleged in the 

indictment. The prosecution first investigated 

the value of the mortgage given by the Con- 
necticut Valley Railroad Company to the Char- 
ter Oak to secure the debt of $219,000, thesame 
being carried in the assets at that figure. The 
witpesses who had appraised the properties 
valued them at only $22,000, the valuations being 
on their worth, however, for agricultural instead 
of faflroad purposes. Henry K. Morgan, 
of this city, testified that the Company’s 
building, put ip the assets at $844,380, 
was worth only $600,000, but a cross-cxamipa- 
tion drew from him a statement that the Con-

A Batch of Decisions by Judge 
Drummond. 


The Worcestershire-Sance Case---Chicage & Seuth- 
" western Railroad. 


Record of Judgments, New Suits, Bto— 
The Massasoit House. 


Prior to leaving for indianapolis, on his cir- 
cuit, Judge Drummond yesterday disposed of a 
number of cages which have been heard by him 
lately, and taken under advisement, 

THE CHICAGO & SOUTHWESTERN RAILROAD. 

The most important case decided was that of 
Van Weil vs. F. H. Winston, George C. Camp- 
bell, and others, which, however, only came up 
on demurrer to the bill, and not on final hear 
ing. The bill alleged that Winston, the former 
President of the Chicago & Southwestern 
Railway Company, and Campbell. one 
of its- Directors and its Solicitor, 
whe oceupied official positions in the Compauy, 
were concerned in contracts made in violation 
of their duty and positions as the officers of the 
Company, and reaped large profits from those 
contracts which did not belong to them person- 
ally, but to the stockholders and bondholders 
of the Company. A party was made plaintiff 
who owned only one ahare of the stock. The 
otber plaintiff, Van Weil, was the owner of 


some of the bonds of the Company. 

Demurrers were filed by the defendants on 
the ground that various parties had been 
omitted who should bave been made defend- 
ante; that the Federal Court here had no ju- 
risdiction, and that different and incongruous 
kinds of relief were asked. 

The Judge, in disposing of the demurrers, 
said that, while it might be said that the bill was 
filed in the interests of all the bondholders or 
stockholders who might join therein, ae well es 
the plaintiff, it did not appear that avy of the 
parties had joined, and it was therefore the case 
of a single bondholder and a single stock- 
holder asking for the 
alleged w ful act 
Undoubtedly, 1 the latter had been 
the wrongs charged, there onght to some 
remedy, but the Court in the present case could 
only grant relief for the individual wrong to 
complainants. The Company, one of the ag- 
grieved parties, was not made a party, the 
trustees were not made parties, and it would 
involve the parties in very great difficulty and 
inextricable confusion to goon with the case 
and atoms to give relief in the manner asked 
in the bill without the Company and Trustees 
being made parties. A cestul que trust could 
come inte a court of equity as for relief, 
but where a decree was to determine the equi- 
ties of other parties they should all be brought 
in in some manner, because it was mapifestiy 
unjust to decide their equities without giving 
them a chance to be beard. The Court im the 
present instance could not proceed without de- 
termining the equities of the parties who were 
not before the Court. For that reason, there- 
fore, the demurrer would be sustained. It was 
well taken, also, on snaother ground, namely: 
the different aspects in which the equities 
of the bondholders the stockhold- 
ers wore presented. They occupied different 
relations, and in many respects in the present 
case were antagonistic, so that their different 
equities could bardiv be comprehended in the 
same bill, The demurrer, therefore, would be 
sustained; but the bill would not be dismissed, 
as the complainants might wish to amend, and, 
as the interests involved were so important, 
every opportunity should be given to allow the 
matter to be tried on its merits. 

WORCESTERSHIRE SAUCE. 

Another case of considerable general interest 
was that of Lea & Perins, of London, 1 1 
agaiust Frank Deakin, agent of Miller & Ca,, 
Eugiand, This was a suit to prevent the defend- 
ante from infringing complainants’ trade-mark 
of “Worcestershire Sauce.” The case was 
very bitterly contested, and a very | amount 
of testimony was taken. The b of sauce 
sold by defendant was imported from Engiana, 
— was marked Improved Worcestershire 

uce. 

The Judge, in deciding the case, said the 
evidence showed thaf there had long been known 
a sauce called Worcestershire sauce, used for a 
table condiment. It was a generic term used by 
various perache, ond probably was first used by 
some party in Worcestershire, England, to des- 
ignate bis brand of sauce. But sauces of that 
pame were manufactured in other places than 
Worcestershire, and it would not be fair that 
parties residing in tbat place should 
now have a monopoly of 
name. The complainants had been aware 
that the term was used by rival firms, and for 
years bad taken no steps to prevent it, thus 
giving a tacit acquiescence to the use of such 
name. Finally, however, they filed a bill against 
Miller & Co., in London, to prevent tbe use of 
the words Worcestershire sauce, but were 
defeated, their right to the use of such trade- 
mark declared invalid. That decree was 
a bar to any action in this country on the same 
grounds for the same relief, and the bill woald 
therefore be dismissed. 

A LITTLE LAW AS TO FORECLOSURE SUITS. 

In the case of, Tne Connecticut Mutual Life- 
Insurance Company vs. Tyler and, others, asome- 
what novel point was raised on a motion fora 
personal decree of deficiency against the defeud- 
ants. It seems that some years ago Shepard, 
one of the defendants, owned a lot on Dearborn 
street, which he mortgaged te the 7 
Pieckett & Drysdale owned another lot nearly 
adjoining, on which he aiso gave a mortgage to 
the Company to securea loan. Tyler, another 
defendant, su uently bought these lots with 
two others adjoining, and then mortgaged the 
whole four to the insurance Company subject to 
the first mortgages. The Company afterward 
foreclosed the second or Tyler mortgage. The 
Shepard lot was bid in by the Company for some 
$3,000 loss than the incumbrance on it. The 
Tyler lot was bid in for more than the incum- 
b and the other lota were bought at a sum 
which left a large deficiency on the lyler mort- 
gage. The Company then asked for a personal 
decree against Shepard and Tyler for this de- 
ficiency. This was resisted on the ground that 
there was a novation made by the parties, be- 
cause Tyler purchased the property subject to 
the mortgages and agreed to pay them off. and 
that when his mortgage was made there was sa 
recognition of the two mortgages already made. 

Judge Drummond said it seemed clear that 
the Company was entitled to a money decree. 
There was nothing to show thatthe Company 
ever released Shepard from his mortgage, an 
there could not be a novation unless there was 
a release of his obligation aud some other per- 
son substituted for the payment of what was 
due by him. There was nothing to show that 
the Company agreed to look to Tyler for the 
payment of the Shepard mortgage. Consequent- 
ly one of the main elements of a novation 
was wanting in the case. The property 
baving been sold for less than the amount 
of the due, the Company was cicariy 
entitled to a personal decree against 
Mr. Shepard, and also against Mr. Tyler. The 
ninety-second rule, under which the motion was 
made, authorized a personal decree against the 
mortgagor for the balance due above the price 
paid on the sale of the property in a foreclosure 
case. Cousequeutly, under the facts, the plain- 
tiff was entitied to a personal decree against 
both Shepard and Tyler. 

SIGNING A BILL BY COUNSEL. 

In the case of James Stinson vs. Jesse Hil- 
drup et al., the question was raised as to 
how the name of counsel! should be signed to a 
bill. The bill was signed by the compiainant in 
his own person, and it was signed dy J. 
C. Dunlevy and J. I. Bennett, “solicitors 
for complainant.” Judge Blodgett, on the 15th 
of November last, aliowed a motion to dismiss 
the bill for want of proper signature, and over- 
ruled a counter motion to amend by adding the 
words of counsel to the counsel’s signa- 
ture. The defendant alleged that the rule of 
practice required that the bil) should be signed 
by counsel, and that it was not sullicient tosign 
the name of the solicitor. The twenty-fourth 
rule in equity is as follows: 

Every bill shall contain the signature of course) 
annexed to it, which shall be considered as an af- 
firmation on his part that opon the instructions 
given to him, and the case laid before him, there 
18 good ground for the suit in the manner in which 
itis framed. 

From the decision of Judge Blodgett, dismiss- 
ing the bill, the complainants appealed to 
Judge Drummond, 

Judge Drummond yesterday reversed the 
ruling of the Court below. He said the rule 
above — was obligatory in all cases. But, 
under the practice of the Federai Courts, there 
was in fact no distinction between solicitors, at- 
torneys,and counselors. Ihe authoritics re-

Judge Drummond held that the property of 
the bankrupt was conveyed to the A by 
the deed under the law, from the date of the 
tiling of the petition, al | the 
petition was amended and the adjudica- 
tion made ups the endmevie in 
the petition. The securities which were 
the subject of the litigation bad been trans- 
ferred by Allen between the date of the filing of 
the petition and the fi of the ame t. 
Yet they belonged to the Assignee, aud the 
bankrupt had no power over the securities, and 
could convey no property in them to any other 
person. The Court also found that Allen had 
such an interest in the securities as would pass 
tothe Assignee, notwithstanding it might be 
true that other persons had some interest in 
them. If other persons had any claim it could 
be adjusted in the proper proceeding, to which 
the Assignee should be made a party. A decree 
was therefore entered in favor of the com- 
plainant. 

I COUPLE OF PATENT CASES. 

In the patent case of Reedy vs. Kennedy, a 
suit to prevent an infringment of a patent for 
hoisting-machines, the Judge overruled the mo- 
tian to set aside a former order. establishing the 
validity of complainant's patent. 

In the case of Smith vs. The Eureka Manufaet- 
uring Company, a case to restrain the infring- 
ment of a “cleaning” apparatus for threshing-

The case of Wright Bros. vs, The Chicago &

KERN-- HOFFMANN. 
THAT BILU FILED. 

John C. Richberg filed late yesterday afternoon, 
in the County Court, the petition tor a recount of 
the vote for Sheriff at the last election. The forma! 
complainant is James W. Cooper. an elector of this 
city and county, who alleges that an election was 
held onthe Sth of November; that the candidates 
for Sheriff were Charles Kern, John Hoffmann, 
Charles G. Dixon, and Thomas Ryan; that ne be- 
heves Kern received the largest number of votes 
legally cast; that the, judges of election made re- 
turns, and that, Nov. 20, the Board of Canvassers 
announced the result ag being that Kern received 
20,480, Hoffmann 24,404, Dixon 5,506, Ryan 
6;316; and that he will contest Hoffmann’s elec- 


tion, and insist that he was not legaily elected, the 
points being as follows: 

That over 500 fraudulent and illegal votes were 
counted and cast for Hbffmann. 

That in various précincts more ballots were put 
into the boxes than the total number of votes 
polled, to the extent of 400, all of which were 
counted for Hoffmana. 

That Dixon received 7,506 votes, 200 of which 
were counted for Hoffmann. 

That over 500 votes legally cast for Ryan were 
counted for Hofmann. 

Tbat in almost all the election precincts, except 
the Fourth of the Ninth Ward, the judges can- 
vassed the votes in utter disregard of law, and in 
such & manper as to give an Opportunity for tne 
perpetration of fraud, and with fraudulent intent, 
sorted the tickets in various piles to represent the 
different party candidates voted for, and gave aach 
candidate the number of votes accoraing to the 
number of ballots in a pile, in which way Kern was 
defrauded out of a large numoer of votes cast for him 
and not counted, amounting to 700 and upwards; 
that Kern received the further number of votes 
where his name for the office of Sheriff was printed 
on what are called split tickets, and where his 
name was posted over Hoffmann’s, which ballots 
were put in the pile called Straight Republican 
tickets,. and counted for Hoffmann. 

That @ recount was recently had of the County 
Board vote, which showed gross errors and discrep- 
ahctes, making a difference in the result of 2, 400 
votes, the same recount showing the total number 
of ballote cast to be 57,217, while the total number 
of votes polled as shown by the returns of tne elec- 
tion officers was 57,612, or 395 more votes polled 
than there were ballote in the boxes; that if the 
ballots had been properly counted and returned 
Kern would bave had & majority, and thus entitled 
to be Sheriff; and that if an accurate statement of 
the votes were made Kern would be found to have 
a majority. 

Wherefore, it is prayed thrt Hoffmann‘s elec- 
tion be annalied and set aside, and the ballots 
be counted under the order and direction of the 
Court, etc., etc. 


HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 
GEN. MULLIGAN. 

A reguiar monthly meeting of the Historical So- 
ciety was held last evening inthe Society's baild- 
ing, corner of Dearborn avenue and Ontario street, 
the Hon. I. N. Arnold presiding. 

The Hon. Thomas Hoyne, Mr. E. H. Sheldon, 
and Judge Otis were appointed a committee of 
three, in accordance witha resolution adopted at 
the previous meeting, to superintend the manu- 
script history of Illinois left to the Society by the 
late Sidney Breese. 

Mr. Matthew Laflin, Mr. Max Hiortsberg, and 
the Hon. Isaac G. Wilson were elected resident 
members. 

The President briefly, but appropriately, intro- 
duced the lecturer of the evening, the Rev. Father 
McMullen, Vicar-General of the Diocese, who read 
an interesting paper’ on the life and charactor of 
Gen. James A. Mulligan, the young Irish patriot, 
well- remembered in Maße who fought and fell 
in the Civil War. Dr, MeMallen, after bestowing 
a novdle eulogy on the devout young Chrisman, 
the upright, courteoué, and gentle man, and the 
brave and patriotic soldier, passed on to a 
brief history of the subject of his lecture. He 
traced the outlines of Muliigan's character, which 
he attributed to a mother worthy of sons such as 
the Gracchi, and said that never did a son love, 
honor, and respect 4 mother more than did this 
brave patriot. While gentle as a woman, he pos- 
sessed nothing of the prudish in his mental organ- 
ization. lle was ma even when a boy, 
most manly of men, Dr. McMullen, who was a 
college student with him, related several anecdotes 
of their school-iife, dweiling appreciatingly on the 
oceasion when you Mulligan, having won the 
first prize in mathematics, surrendered his piace to 
a fellow-student who, had once suggested to him 

solution athematical 
He was a man ‘of 
after college-life. th . 
profession, entering the field under the guidance 
of the Hon. I. N. old. Excited the gold - 
fever in California. be went West. where he nad 
a variety of adventures. Returning, he tinished 
his studies, published the Western Tablet, and, 
after some other bus changes, engaged with 
two other gentiemen ip this city in the practice of 
the law. At the breaking out of the War, he en 
deavored, uneuccesefully, to join an Illinois fegi- 
ment, the quota being already full. He was after- 
wards, however, celevrated by his connection as 
Colonel, and then General, with the 2 Trish 
Brigade, as it was called. At Lexington, Mo., be 
was taken prisoner, and exchanged for Gen. Frost, 
of Rebel fame. The Doctor grew eloquent over 
Mulligan's brave achievements in Maryland and 
Virginia. In half a dozen sharp encounters there, 
he came off victorious and won the admiration 
even of the enemy, Stonewall Jackson going 60 
far as tosay to bis men, We must do our hardest 
fighting when Mulligan will be brought to day. 
On the 24th of July, 1864, Gens. Early and 
Breckinridge made a v us attackon Mallivan's 
position, four miles south of Winchester, 
Gen. Crook was in command, bat not on the 
field, and Gen. R. 0 Hayes was 
here. and bad command with the Colonel, just be- 
fore he led his last charge with his Irish Brigade. 
Pierced with three hot wounds, he fell mor- 
tally wounded. He lived two days among his cap- 
tora, and was treated with every kindness and re- 
spect that hearts filled with admiration for him 
could. devise. He réceived the holy sacrament 
with that strong deep piety which was conspicaous 
through his life, sent many loving messages to his 
dear ones, and quietly passed away. 

Brief, brave, and glorious was his young career; 

His mourners were two hostse—his friends and foes. 

When Mra. Mulligan and Capt. Russell arrived 
to claim his remains, they found the soldiers who 
had fought againet him mourning over his pros- 
trate form and making preparations to bury him 
with all the mortal honors pertaining to a Gen- 


eral. 

This back 1 at his life, said Dr. McMullen, 
was intended for the ears of friends who for a mo- 
ment would contemplate his picture in their mem- 
Ortes, but the eternal record which traced actions 
from their fountain in the soul and tald of princi- 
ples, and aime, afd aspirations, that history in

OIL FOR GAS. 

VERY LITTLE ATTENTION 
appeared to be paid to the order which passed the 
Council, on motion of Ald. Stauber, Monday night, 
providing that on and after the lst of January tne 
streets of the city should be lighted with ol: instead 
of gas. Nobody in the Department of Pubiic 
Works knew anything as to the cost of making the 
change, or the subsequent expense attendant upon 
the same. The Comptroller knew nothing about 
the matter, and declined to give any opinion, fer- 


ther than to say that it looked to him like taking a 
step backward in the way of improvement. 

1 THE MAYOR 
was interviewed in the evening. He 
much as read the r of the Council, aav- 
ing been absent alt day. He, however, proceedea 
to enlighten bimself u the subject, after which 
he emed and aid: Well, the Council has paesed 
the order, and it has become a city law, whatever 
the motive was. The city hasan undoubted right 
to light its streets with oil instead of gas, 
if it choeses to do so. But he stated further that 
neither the Council nor anybody else had any right 
to make a contract to light the city, either with oil 
or gas, until the money was appropriated for that 
purpose; also, that the appropriation of this year 
was for ‘‘ gas, and consequently no contract could 
be made for oil, anyhow, without changing the 
wording of the appropriation clause. From all 
that could be learned yesierday, the inference was 
that the order as it was passed was simpiy 
a ruse on the part of the Council to 
bring the President of the West Side Gas Company 
to terms, and nothing can certainly be done in the 
way of making a contract for the hghbting of the 
streets until after a new appropriation bas been 
made. The present appropriation for this purpose 
has already deen largely overdrawn, or ratner it 
was used up long ago, and the city is considerably 
in debt to both the Gas Companies, It bas deen 
pretty well demonstrated that $290,000—the 
amount appropriatea for gas this year—is not 
enough to cover the expense at tne rates that have 
been charged ov the Gas Companies. 

Mr. Charles C. Charles, who fought so hard a 
year aga to get the Council to consent to nis licht- 
ing the city by means of kerosene- il lamps, and 
who tried the experimentof lighting West Madison 
street at his own expense, stated that the City of 
Chicago could light the streets with oil for 
$70. 000, and secure a better light than they had 
been getting from gas at a cost of $200,000. He 
said Re bad made a proposition at one time to 
light the two tannels*with oil, and do all the work 
and repairing, for $3,5000, when it was costing 
$16,000 to light them witn gas. His former part- 
ner, Mr. Aiken, he suid, had just made a proposi- 
tion to furnish lamps, posts, glass, etc., and light and 
keep the same in repair for $21.50 per lamp, —the 
same price asked by the South Side Gas Company 
for simply furnishing gas and lighting, —and at the 
end of the year the city Would own all the wooden 

etc., and could afterwards get them 
hghted much cheaper. are about 11,000 
street gas-iamps in the city now. 

MR. A. M. BILLINGS, 
President of the People’s (West Side) Gaslight & 
Coke Company, is still absent from the city, and 
therefore no expression from bim in regard to the 
action of the City Council in yoy | the substi- 
tution of oil for in the West Division from 
and after Jan. 1, 1879, could ve obtained, 
but it was ascertained that upon hig return 
he will submit a definite 1 for ughting 
the street-lamps, which will be tne same as the 
offer made by the Chicago (South Side) Gaslight 
Company. The action of the Aldermen Monday 
night is looked upon by officers of the West Side 
Gas Company as & bulldozing attempt to drive that 
cor tion into making an arrangement that will 
ve detrimentai to it. The city, according to the 
Comptrolier’s last report, owed the West Side 
Company over $49, 000 for the last quarter of 1877. 
Me. Billings has rendered bills to the city for the 
fret four months of the present year only 
for street-lighting that aggregate $50,766 at $2 
per 1.000 cupic feet of gas, or $67,688 at $3 per 
1, 000 cubic feet. Ali tae u + bills are ren- 
dered at the latter price. The bill for lamp and 
other repairs up to May 1. 1878, is $824; and for 
lighting the tunnel $404.20 at $2 per 1.000 cubie 
feet, or .93 at The Comptroller stated 
last evening that tbe West Side Company had been 
paid $10,000, and the South Side 000, on ac- 
count. 

MR. WATKINS, 

President of the Chicago South Side Gaslight & 
Coke Company, was called upon by a TRIBUNE re- 
porter last evening, and he corroborated the state- 
ment made by the Comptroller, that his Company 
had been paid but $8,000 in the last fourteen 
months. Mr. Billings stated before the meeting 
of. the Joint Committees on Finance and Gas, on 
the 7th ‘imst., that the South Side Company had 
been paid, but his Company had not been. From 
the foregoing it will be seen there is a wide dis- 
crepancy of opinion on the subject of a settlement. 
Mr. Watkihe aiso said there were 183 miles of gas- 
mains on the South and North Sides, and he had 
ascertained that there were 140 on the West Side. 
In regard to the action of the Council Monday 
night, Mr. Watkins said he was not prepared to 


gay anything, forthe reason that he had been so. 


occupied with other matters that he had not had 
time to read the report of the proceedings. 
He said he was at all times prepared 
to deal fairly with city, and 
when the Committees had called at his office he 
conterred with them about the price of gas and en- 
deavored to make it satisfactory. He bad met Mr. 
Billings in New, York three weeks ago, but had had 
no conversation with him on the suoject of the gas 
supply, and he did not know anything about Mr. 
Billings’ arrangements with the city. He had not 
received any official] notice of the Council's action 
cutting off the gas supply of the city. and he could 
not say what he would do about itif the order was 
carried out,—he had not had time to consider the 
matter.
